delivered a decision of interest to real 
estate owners anil builders.

Primrose, of Smyrna, began over two 
years ago to build a shed in the 
rear of his storehouse. The adjoining 
property is occupied by I)r. J. E. 
Clawson, and the shed, when finished, 
would have closed up the window of 
the doctor’s sitting room. 
He there- 
mre obtained a preliminary injunc­ 
tion restraining Primrose from work 
on the shed, and the Chancellor has 
made the injunction perpetual. He 
declares, in

corporeal rights; tlmt the common 
law of England, adopted hy Delaware 
in 1770, provided tlmt where light and 
air had been admitted to a dwelling, 
from any quarter, uninterruptedly for 
a period of twenty years and over, it 
could not he shut ott'; and as there 
was no statute covering the ease, the 
common law must guide him in his 
d e c is io n .

Who is Guilty? 
Only a short time since an order 
came from the east to parties in this 
city to rent nine small houses, suitable 
for families the coming winter. 
Scarcely a day passes but a similar or­ 
der comes for one or more houses. 
Houses a|l full, and none to rent. A 
good reliable man informs us that his 
house with live rooms, cost $000, and 
that he oan take $25 per month rent 
for it at any time for a year. This 
amounts to $300, being fifty per cent, 
on the investment the first year, bet­ 
ter than money loaned at one-and-a* 
half or two per cent a month. 
What we need is one hundred such 
houses erected immediately. They 
will all be occupied, and the parties 
after a few mouths residence here will 
settle with us, many perhaps perma­ 
nently, and purchase property. With­ 
out these accommodations they will 
seek other cities having them. 
Who is responsible for this criminal 
negligence? Is it the rich and moneyed 
men of our city, the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, or the strangers seeking a 
home among us? Let us have a House 
Association. At any rate more 
houses. 
Send them Abroad. 
The following little note from the 
Indianapolis School Superintendent, 
in acknowledgement of the receipt of 
several copies of the H e r a l d , w ill 
show how little is known of Los An­ 
geles and its advantages abroad. The 
good people of Los Angeles should 
scatter its papers broadcast: 
“Your tempest of good-looking and 
lively papers from Los Angeles took 
us unawares. We did not know they 
were so numerous nor so breezy, (food 
papers, good people". 
This afternoon will be printed the 
first number of the largest and best 
weekly newspaper printed in South­ 
ern California. Any one desiring can 
obtain of this first issue four copies 
for twenty-five^cents. Five hundred 
should he sent abroad. 


THKTreaty of Washington, it will he 
remembered, referred the Alabama 
claims to the Geneva arbiters, and all 
other claims of the subjects of the two 
governments to a commission which 
was to meet in this country, and con­ 
clude its work before September 20th 
of this year. The latter body met ori­ 
ginally in Washington, has been in 
session tins summer at Newport, and 
finally closed its work on the 25tli ult., 
having just a day to spare. The British 
claims which came before it for adjust­ 
ment were those of British subjects 
against the United States Government 
for damages by acts of either party to 
the late war. The number presented 
was 468, and the aggregate sum claimed 
was about $95,000,000. Of these 181 
were allowed, but in most cases only a 
very small fraction of the sum set forth 
by the claimants was awarded, and the 
amount allowed upon them all is only 
$1,929,819. The money must be paid 
within one year. Only 19 claims were 
presented by American citizens. These 
were for damages accruing from the 
Feuiun raid, by the capture of vessels 
on Lake Erie, etc., amounting to 
$1,000,000, and not one of them was al­ 
lowed.

This gentleman is Superin­ 
tendent of the new Oil Refinery works, 
now being erected by the Los Angeles 
Petroleum Refinery Company, at Ly­ 
ons’ Station, the other side of San 
Fernando. Mr. Smith will purchase, 
while in San Francisco, an engine of 
about 10-horse power, a still, an agita­ 
tor, and all the machinery necessary 
for refining purposes. He will person­ 
ally superintend the building of the 
machinery, and return with it in two 
or throe weeks. 
He says that he can­ 
not understand why the people of this 
county should senu East for a drop of 
oil. There are immense quantities of 
oil all around here, and the quality is 
just as good as is to be found in Penn­ 
sylvania or Canada. The surface oil 
is useless, because it loses all the ben- 
ziue and naptha, and becomes half 
asphaltum. Mr. Smith says that with 
a little energy and ambition, and bor­ 
ing some 700 or 1,000 feet, oil of tlie 
finest quality in the United States 
may be obtained here.

Arizona News. 


Weekly Herald 


The Prescott Miner, of the 18th in­ 
stant, furnished the annexed budget of 
news: 
General Crook returned to Head­ 
quarters on Tuesday. The rumor that 
he had been lost in the mountains for 
several days, arose from the faot that 
while out hunting oue day, he got too 
far away from camp to find his way 
back before dark; and so camped 
where he wan when darkness set in. 
Colonel Crittenden, Captain Pollock, 
and Lieutenants Ward, Fleming, 
Bishop and Eaton, were passengers by 
the Newbeme which sailed from Sait 
Francisco on the 4th instant. They 
are cn route to their stations, and bring 
a detachment of recruits for compa­ 
nies serving in the Department. 
General Dana lias transferred the 
property pertaining to Whipple De­ 
pot, to Colonel Bird, Adjutant of the 
Twenty-third Infantry. 
The War Department telegraphs 
that the Indian Department have de­ 
cided to remove the Wallapai Indians 
from th*ir present location, near 
Beale Spring, to the Colorado River 
Reservation. 
Assistant Surgeon Lippineott lias 
been ordered from Lowell to Head­ 
quarters, for temporary duty. 
Work on the telegraph line is pro­ 
gressing favorably. 
The brothers Burkamp are manu­ 
facturing svrup from sorghum near 
Phoenix. The product from the first 
acre was 1G0 gallons. 
D. W. Shivers, Geo. Cary and I. 
Skillin, have seen Indians, close to 
Prescott, in the last ten days. An In­ 
dian or Indians tried to corral Shivers, 
late last week, as that gentleman was 
driving to town, from Chino valley. 
On relating this fact to the military 
authorities, Captain Burns took some 
men and went after the savages, but 
found none. 
The latest news from Verde, is, that 
not more than 50 Apache-Tontos re­ 
main on the reservation. 
Recently Indians killed some cattle 
belonging to Geo. W. Hance. This 
was near Camp Verde. 
Some Indians, accused of murder, 
are to he brought here from Camp 
Apache and tried. 
Mining N ews.—Caldwell Wright, 
of Cerbat, favors us with the following: 
The Hibernia, recently sold to Wm. 
H. Raymond, is now under the super­ 
intendence of L. B. Seaver; and is in 
course of active development, produ­ 
cing tons of rich ore daily, and has 
already twenty tons of ore on the 
hank of the Colorado for shipment by 
steamer. 
The Daisy Dean, adjoining the Hi­ 
bernia on the north, has been recently 
sold in San Francisco for $25,000, and 
work will soon commence upon it. 
The Billy En^le has ten tons of rich 
ore out, ready tor shipment, that will 
average $400 per ton. 
The Arnold and Magondie have ship­ 
ped five tons of ore, andaré now erect­ 
ing an arastra to work their rock on 
the ground. 
The Congress has out seven or eight 
tons of S8U0 rock, ready for shipment. 
These are onlj' a few ot the many 
mines tliai are taking out ore on the 
Hope ledge, in Cedar district. Nearer 
home but little is doing. The Ida and 
Rhoda Lewis, and the Cupel and Tiger 
have shut down. The Cupel shipped 
eight or ten tons of fine ore on the last 
steamer. Their superintendent is in 
San Francisco, preparing to go vigor­ 
ously to work. 
The “M" is looking remarkably well 
and Colonel Riley is actively de velop­ 
ing it. The pay ore is fifteen to eight- 
teen inches wide, and is pronounced 
by all $1,000 rock. They have six or 
seven tons on the dump. The last 
shipment sent to San Francisco, was 
sold for over $900 per ton. 


The New York Wool Market. 
There has been a slight improve­ 
ment in the demand during the last 
three days, but dealers are, as a whole, 
still unwilling to sell, unless for cash 
or on short notice. Manufacturers 
generally cannot meet their demands, 
and consequently no large business is 
looked for until money becomes 
easier and confidence is again restored. 
.Stocks of nearly all descriptions of 
both foreign and domestic arestill very 
light, ami should an active demand 
spring up we should have to look to 
neighboring markets for supplies. 
Several lots of new fall clip California 
have arrived here, and this kind Is 
quoted at 2K» 22c for burry, and 2tJjfW; 
27 for free; but as yet no*sales have 
been effected. Sales of 19,00(1 lbs and 
19 bales of burry spring are reported 
at 22J@27c; 51 bales of spring, private. 
The Boston market is steady, Califor­ 
nia sells fairly; some' has sold at good 
prices. Spring wool Is firm. Sales of 
17,000 lbs are reported at 2*kíí'2fli|c. Of 
fall, 50,000 lbs have been sold on 
private terms; 20,800 lbs scoured, 75C« 
85. Advices from London show that 
an advance of J(i<Md has been estab­ 
lished in New Zealand. Nothing has 
been bought on American account.
